Mr. William A. Wirt, who Intro 
duced the Gary sehMl ajnitom lato 
Gary, Ind., has alio been called to 
New York to try the new system 
there. He aayi the Idea i> not in 
limiting the ex^ndituree of the de- 
partment of edttcatipn, but that the 
expenditures will bring results which 
will account for every dollar spent. 
Dr. Wirt says In most cities the 
school board use the money in buyr 
Ing land, and building new schools 
which Is by no means the esHentlal 
thing. In his work he has done ayay 
with many of the school buildlagC 
He has beea able to do this by hav- 
iag a teacher teach only the thing 
in which she is best Instructed in- 
stead of teaching all subjects taught 
in public schools. During the school 
day he sets apart time when the chil- 
dren may go to the libraries, music 
and art studios, museums and to the 
churches for religious instructions. 

Dr. Wirt also says that the old- 
time method of making children re- 
main absolutely quiet and punishing 
them whea they talk Is not the w ay 
to arouse a spirit for work. That 
they should be put on their honor so 
that they may see for themselves 
what is best for them. 

He also says the school day as well 
as school year Is too short. That in 
most schools there are only five 
hours work a day and about nine 
months of school a W»x. The chil- 
dren will not mind the longer hours 
If the Gary plan is carried out, for 
the school ch ildren of Gary, lad., en-

Her op- 
eratic triumphs with the Metropoli- 
tan opera Company have been many 
and noteworthy.

This young artist has all the at- 
tributes of a great prima donna — a 
beautiful, fresh, flexible voice, and a 
stage presence altogether pleasing. 

Miss Farrar was born in Melrose,

^MMm with Mrs. Long of Boston, 
ifterward coming to New York to 
study with Emma Thursby, at the 
same time learning dramatic action 
from Capoul. In 1899 she went to 
Paris, but becoming dissatisfied with 
her progress, decided to go to Ber- 
lin, where she sang for Dr. Muck of 
the Royal Opera, and was engaged 
for three years, making her debut in 
October, 1901, as Vloletta In "Tra- 
viata '■ .Miss Farrar then studied 
with Spaziaui, afterward with Lili 
Lehmann. 

It has been said that it in lierause 
.Miss Farrar applies her keen intel- 
ligence to every part In which she 
appears that she so keenly affects in- 
telligent listeners. A musical cha- 
meleon, she changes her mood in ae- 
cor dance with the emotional color of 
each bar of music. 

"One fallacy of students of sing- 
ing," she once remarked, "is the 
slavish devotion to exercises. In pref- 
erence to five hours of practice every 
day, I say four hours of thought and 
one hour of practice. Far more is 
accomplished in that way, and the 
wear and tear on that most delicate 
organ, the human voice, is mmlm- 
Iied." 

Miss Farrar is the first member of 

the Metropolitan Opera f'ompany to 
Join the many artists who have re- 
cently made a success of pcting b»>- — 
fore the moving picture camera.

Did you know that Ward-Belmont 
baa a pottery? Have you ever seen 
H? If you haven't, a visit to the kiln 
roop win prove one of the most in- 
structive piMsurM of the school. 
This interesting place la situated back 
.of the greenhouse and Is open to all 
for inspection. 

Before you e^ter, the noise of the 
electric appliances and buzz of the 
big throwing wheel Is heard. Then 
you see the girls at work on the pot- 
tery in all stages of construction. The 
clay used is made of Tennessee ball 
clay, flint and feldspar. This is meas- 
ured, weighat^ mixed with water and 
put In slip tubs. Then the wafer Is 
drained off by means of a syphon 
tube. It Is now in the form of slip 
or soft mud and Is dried out in plas- 
ter boxes until hard enough to 
handle, when it is wedged on plaster 
boards. Tbe pottery clay now . be- 
eomea ready for use.

Tonio, 
till' clcwi), rt'iiiaiiiH tii hind ostensibly 
to care for the donkey, but takes ad- 
vantage of his master's absence to 
ii' ike love to Nedda, ("anio's wife. 
She repulses him scornfully, strik- 
ing him iiftli her whip, and he swears 

to be revenKf'd Silvio, a rirli yoiiiiK 
villager, in love witli Nedda, now 
joins her and begs her to fly wltk^ 
him. She refuses, but adnfti that 
she loves him, her confcMDn being 
overheard by Tonio, who hurries in 
search of bis master. Canto returns 
teo late to see Silvio, but hears Ned- 
da's parting wor<ls, "Forever I am 
thine! " ,Mad with jealousy, he de- 
nunds the lover'a name, tnd when 
Nedfia refusp.s, tries to kill her, but 
is restrained by the others. Nedda 
goes to dress and Canlo Is la despair 
at the thought of being obliged to 
play while his heart Is breaking. 

The curtain rises on the same scene 
nnd the play is about to begin. This 
proves to be the usual farce, in which 
the Clown makes love to Columbine 
during the absence of her husband, 
Punchinello, but is laughed at and 
resigns his pretensions, Anally con- 
senting to act as a lookont while Co- 
lumbine and her accepted lover.

time so as to leave no air hole; In 
the material. It is placed on a plas- 
ter setter which fits the wheel, and 
the iwil work of pottery-making be- 
gins. A girl, attired In rubber apron 
and overshoes, and having a bowl of 
water and sponge near by, pushes 
down the lewMr and with firm fiMi 
centera the clay on the throwing 
wheel; when the lump goes acound 
perfectly smooth she sticks her 
thamta in the top and makes a thiek 
perpendicular wall. This Is pulled up 
until very tbitt and formed into any 
desired shape. It is taken off and 
set up until It becomes leather hard, 
then put on the". turning wheel and 
cut down. Sharp steel tools are used 
at flrat, later a palette and kidney 
rubber make a smooth finish. The 
piece of pottery is then turned upside 
down and the same process gone 
through with. After a week of dry- 
ing it goes into the ' biscuit kiln, 
where it Is fired for several hours. 
.N'ow it is ready for the glaze, which 
is sprayed on by air pressure. The 
glost kiln is the next s^. Her* the 
pottery Is flred until the heat causes 
cone 03 to fall. The next day, when 
the pottery is pulled out, it is a fin- 
ished product. This is only a plain 
undecorated bowl or vase. 

Seme pieces have elaborate de- 
signs which are either carved or 
pierced, A glase inlay is another 
method of deroration. In this way 
several colors may be used. 

The studenM also weigh out and 
mix glazes according to a formula. 
These have been ground by the cob- 
blestones In the glaze mill and dried 
in plaster boxes. This completes the 
process of making commercial pot- 
tery. 

Hand-built pottery is also a very 
fascinating work. The same kind of 
clay ia rolled in long roils and wound 
Into a round bottom. This is scraped 
smooth and the «)lla are pasted one 
on top of the other by slip. Wooden 
tools are used to scrape off the ex- 
cess May and a sponge to smooth the 
surface. Hand-bullt pieces may be 
made in any shape, oval fern dishes, 
octa|K>nal bowls, quaint teapots, cigar 
sets and lamps are popular models. 
Copper trimmings have been uaed 
very effectively on these. 

Thus with the clay In Tennessee 
swamps as the main Ingredient, 

Ward-Belmont students make 
beautiful specimens of this useful 
and decorative art.

The members of the faculty and 
the students InterMted in English 
courses enjoyed the unusual oppor- 
tunity last Monday afternoon of hear- 
ing a lecture at the Centennial Club 
by the great English poet, John Mase- 
fleld, who, making a detour after 
visiting the Dardanelles before re- 
turning to England, is lecturing 
throughout the East and Middle WMt 
. of our country. 

Dr. Mims of Vanderbilt introduced 
the poet, who then, in his Moiple way 
and with wits of dry humor here and 
there, sketched briefly the develop- 
ment of English votilf. Th« "KMh- 
ville Tennssean" •< the lecture: 

"His address was • gem of knowl- 
edge; each fact stood clear, distinct, 
SAd brilliant, a full and comprebm- 
sfve history of the subject in haH, 
Riven with no burdening of detail." 

From the lecture as well as from 
his own poems which he read latif, 
the audience learned that he believed 
that a poet should not be merely an 
onlooker of the life about which be 
writes. He said that poetry should 
^ friendly and companionable. The 
purpose of Ma^fleld's work, as ex- 
pressed in his poem, "A Consecra- 
tion," It to sing of the unfortunate 
ones or this world. The story Is told 
that, a few weeks ago when he was 
in New Tork, he went tv the old 
woman for whom he used to wash 
dishes when he was a boy.

When the lecture was closed by 
Maesfleld's reading of some of his 
poems, each one tii the audience ttU 
that not only grMrt enjoyment, but 
great help had bMii deriinMf from this 
rare opportunity of hearing one wlio 
is considered by many readers to be* 
the greatMt ilgure in the English 
ioetry of to-day.

Rabbi 8. 8. Wise of New York gave 
a most in.MpirIng talk to the student 
body. . Rabbi Wise Is In chargs of tne 
free sVbiiHWue In New York City, 
and is a brilliant scholar HIk elo- 
quence and sincerity instantly won 
htm a place in the heart of every 
Ward-Belnont Klrl He introduced 
his subject of woman s place in the 
home and in her relation to the work 
of the world by telling the story of 
Florence Nightingale and the admir- 
able cause to which she devoted her 
life. Rabbi Wise impressed upon each 
et bis hMAen the fiM^hat she was 
to face the beRlnning of a new world 
wherein she would have a new and 
great work before ley; that how she 
would mcM^^e eondltions which will 
follow the^^prasent European war has 
everything to do with the raising of 
the moral standards of the day. 
Woman holds the target man's 
aim and it lies with her wlunher this 
shall be high or low. He said that 
be need not exprw any for 
the citizenship of women because that 
which was inevitable would come to 
be when the time was ripe for it. He 
made the point also that aince woman 
had so far borne tAi the burdens of 
I he race, why net sOso bMr!4lrat of 
citizenship? 

He spoke with a taidf: pity for the 
Ignorance of the centuries past that 
held woman back from her place in 
world, to be » omammit, to be 
treated as a child and a ff«il and 
equally useless creature. Rabbi Wise 
fervently wishes woman to be a free 
thinker, a strong and willing worker, 
for as mother of the race she holds 
In her hands the power to make the 
moral standards what she will. He 
declared that the present ^trutele 
would either be for better or for 
worse, and that which It should be- 
come is mostly to be declMd by the 
women of the age. 

In the evening at the Vine Street 
Temple Rabbi Wise lectured before a 
large audience. Some of the points 
emphasised were that God never suf- 
fered a nation to rise that dared deny 
moral law; that diplomacy should be 
tK "Golden Rule'' i^Ioma^; that 
peace will never come until women 
aid In government. There have been 
thMe stages In the development of 
"women: Ant, when she thought it her 
duty to be 'the mother of the next 
generation of warriors; second, when 
under the leadership of Florence 
Nightingale she brought healing to 
the soldiers; the third stage, which 
is yet to develop, when she refuses 
to be the mother of men who are to 
be a- target for war, and until then 
war will not cease. Men need the 
tenderness,' compassion and wisdom 
Qi women to build up a better govern- 
1^^. Rabbi Wisest last great point 
was that peace can never come 
through preparing for war, because 
the greatMt war in blltory has come 
after forty years of prepara^n.

EDITORIAL 



RUMORS. 

The Hchnol pirl Ih naturally impul- 
sive, eager to tell her rooiniuate and 
friends evOTfttriog of interest vkieh 
8b« baa dlsmi^wred In tbe way of 
neWt, Very often she does not real- 
ize .that her Imagination and her 
ea^rsMS to make her particular list 
of news as intereatlns as possible 
have led her info rather ovpr-atating 
some facts. Not that she is at all 
e^Mous of enlarglBt on a theme 
or of Increasing the Importance of 
a case beyond the pale of absolute 
trott; but her aatun#««rio8ltr and 
interest, or enthusiasm and a de- 
sire to convey her interest to some 
one else, ofMi leads her to a slight 
exaggeration. It is known that one 
has a tendency to exaggerate when 
Hhe wishes to impress something 
upon some one else's mind, and we 
realise that rnmon increase in ttn- 
portanre and interest as tlicy pa.sH 
from one to another. The slightest 
change In a rumor's degree of Im- 
portance may scarcely be noticed In 
the telling, but the size the rumor 
acquires at the end of Its career is 
very often very appalling considering 
Its Insignificance source. In a school, 
where so many girls are thrown to- 
gether, every small piece of news is 
stesed upon with eagerness, and be- 
ooines a latge pioce before it has gone 
very far. I do not mean gossip; the 
girls are Interested In the sllghteBt 
rumor concerning their school life, as 
Is only natural. Exaggeration is not 
due to any eoaseious or malicious ef- 
fort; it is simply a habit which the 
school girl is prone to fall into un- 
less she remembers that the only way 
to discover the truth of a rumor is 
to trace it to ite beginning. If each 
one of us Is carpful to repeat what 
she considers news exactly as it Is 
told her. it ft more likely to end as 
it began .Arid do not repeat It at all, 
if your better judgment warns you 
that it will ^ot be for everyone's 
good. If harmless rumors only are 
circulated and the exact truth of 
thOTe most carefully guarded, many 
will not be disappointed when they 
And they are mirtaken. 



MADAME BUnMRFLY 
. The second opera to be presented 
by the Boston Orand Opera Cominny 
during its coming engagement here 
is Puccini's "Madame Butterfly," 
scheduled for the Saturday miAlnM 
February 12th. 

This opera, which from the first 
aroused the keenest interest among 
opera-goers, baa become an endur- 
ing success. The original Metropoli- 
tan production occurred in 1907, and 
was under the personal direction of 
Puarint himself, who refined and 
bMMitMad It, ccqprdlng to bto «wn

Vte t»S» to tlia old one of 
tbe passing fancy 61 a man for • 
woman, and h«r falthfulncM eren 
unto death, which comes by her own 
hand when sh« fl^ IwrMlf aban- 
d<m«d. 

Puccini has completely identified 
tato music with the Mutlments and 
sorrows of tbe ehaneters in John 
Long's drama, and has accomplished 
the pictorial beauty of the various 
letnes with a sattiwM incomparable 
loveliness Rarely has picturesque 
action been more completely wedded 
to kwratlful music. 

Lieutenant PInkerton of the United 
States Navy, who Is temporarily sta- 
VtmM at Nagasaki, to about to con- 
tract a .Tapenese marriage, assisted 
by Uoro, a marriage bbroker, with 
Cho-Cbo-San, known m tbe Butterfly. 
He has leased a cottage on tbe hills 
above Nagasaki and overlooking the 
harbor. The opera opens an he and 
Goro are Inspecting the dwelling and 
its surroua^CB. His friend. Sharp- 
less, TTnlted States Consul at Na- 
gasaki, comes upon tbe scene and to 
him PInkiMM explains his plans. 
Sharpless makes an earnest effort to 
dissuade the Lieutenant from his 
rash Idea. Mgting that while a Jap- 
auMw marrlMia might be only a Joke 
to him, it could prove all too serious 
to the little bride. Butterfly, appear- 
ing with her mother and relatives, 
charms Sharpless by her attractive 
manner and evidently lovable nature. 
He learns from his conversation with 
her that, as he feared, she looks upon 
the niarriaRo (niite seriously. In or- 
der to prepare herself for it she even 
hM secretly renooMed her faith, 
thuH severing all ties with the past. 

Despite the good counsel of Sharp- 
less, PInkerton perlM In signing the 
contract in the presence of the rela- 
tives and friends of Butterfly. While 
the drinking and raiding that fol- 
low this event are In progress, Bonse, 
the Buddhist priest, tbe uncle of 
Cho-Cho-San appears, eurstnS and 
denouncing her for having gtna up 
her religion. PInkerton ends it by 
ordering everyone off the premises. 
There follows an exquisite love scene. 
In which PInkerton sneceeda in wla- 
ninR Butterfly back to smiles wd 
happiness.* 

Three years elapse. PInkerton long 
ago has been called away from Na- 
gasaki, and Suzuki, Butterfly's faith- 
ful servant, announces to hW' mis- 
tress that the money left for their 
n\alntenance is almost gone, and 
voices her fears that the Lieutenant 
will never come back. For thta lack 
of faith she is severely reprimanded. 
Sharpless appears with a letter in his 
hands which Butterfly at once sur- 
mhmi to be from PInkerton speaking 
of his return. In this surmise she 
to «9rreet, but Sharpless has not the 
ettBTage to tell her tVAt while PInk- 
erton is returning, he Is returninp; 
with an American wife. The mar- 
rla^ broker again hM been active 
and has urged tipon Madame Butter- 
fly the advisability of marriage with 
Prince Yarmadorl, a wealthy noble- 
man. In thto effort he is seconded 
by Sharpless, both of them explain- 
ing that under tbe Japanese law, 
Pinkerton's continued absence to suf- 
ficient gronhte for divorce. After 
persistent refusal. Madam Butterfly 
sends Suzuki from the room, and the 
maid returns bearing Pinkerton's 
fair-haired child. Then Madame But- 
terfly turning to Sharpless, says un- 
answerably, "Look, can such as this 
well be forgotten?" The Consul 
leaves without having delivered bis 
news. Now across the harbor floats 
the boom of the gun. Rushing to 
the win<iow, Madame Butterfly sees 
that it is the salute of the American 
man-of-war. She and Suzuki deck 
the cottage with . flsvan and seat 
themselvai at tbe windows with the 



child, to await Pinkerton's coming. 
The maid and child toll aaleop, leav- 
ing Butterfly watching alcmo for k« 

lover. 

Tbe third act i««u to find tbe 
new day dawalat, wd Butterfly still 

at her post. The light awakens 
Susukl and she psrsuadea Butterfly 
tm tako the ehlM ^ ri^ Whilo 
she is gohe PInkerton eomaa with hto 
American wife, but ha baatmi away 
unable to face the altnatioa. When 
Butterfly comes Mata flut^rtag with 
happiness, the presence of the other 
woman seems to bring the truth to 
her. It to tben that the little Nlp- 
|Kmea«^^^f breaks. Quite simply 
and without resentment she tells the 
American wife that If her husband 
win ratwM to half an hour he may 
have the child, and that "All will be 
Well." When they have gone Madame 
'Butterfly drives Suzuki from the 
room, and, binding the eyes of Trou- 
ble, tbe child, with a scarf, she places 
in his hand a doll and an American 
flag. Taking her father's sword she 
goM behind the sc^m In the rear 
of the room. There is a short pause, 
the aword clatters on the floor, she 
tttt^rs out and Mt dead at tbe 
baby's side. 

It is said that Puccini considers 
"iradame Butterfly" tato best work. 
In fact, he admitted this when watch- 
ing from the wings Its first American 
performance in the language of the 
original libretto. "I confess," said 
he, "that I am very fond of my 
Madame Butterfly. The subject ap- 
pealed to me from the first. It gives 
fuller expression to my temperament 
and to my sentiment than any other 
of my works, not even excepting 'La 
Boheme.' * 

In this idea he is supported by the 
crltlcia, a thing which does not al- 
ways follow. It Is generally con- 
ceded to be the greatest of his works. 
It is a convincing exponent of Italian 
operatic renaissance, and Jastlfles 
Puccini's admirers In this assevera- 
tion that the mantle of Verdi has 
fallen on hto shoulders. TOs score 
is In the essentially modern manner, 
with no distinct arias, solos or en- 
sembles. The orchestra plays the 
prominent role in Illustrating and 
describing the dramatic situations 
and the emotions felt by the various 
persons on the stage. Much of the 
voeal part to written in the "conver-J 
sational" style of recitative, but there 
are certain important scenes which 
are of great melodic beauty. Of auch 
are the impassioned love duet for 
PInkerton and Butterfly, with which 
the first act doses; Butterfly's de- 
scription to Susukl of how some day 
PInkerton will return; her declara- 
tion to Sharpless that she will care 
for little Trouble and the admirable 
orchestra Interlude which ^rtrays 
musically Butterfly's long watch 
throughout the night before Pinker- 
ton comes io her.

When they sing the 
delicious old English ballads and 
folk-stmgs, they compel their audir 
ences to acknowledge, that there is a 
warmth, a charm, a sincerity about 
the melodies which is often lacking 
In more pre tentio ns music. The 
daintiness, the sweetness, the unaf- 
fected grace of their offerings is 
matched only by the picture they 
theniMl^ make In the English cos- 
tumes of the early Victorian period. 

One of the greatest American crit- 
ics in writing of their |«rtwmance 
says: 

"Self-consciousness was entirely 
lacking in the earliest singers of folk- 
sonaa. Hence the feeling of the 
rhythm would be kept as exact as the 
singer's musical sense could make it. 
But there are nowadays few trained 
singers who would dare risk a folk- 

tionallzatlon, 'expression.' The fact 
that the Misses Fuller dared to do it 
proves their fattk in their songs, and 
this faith becomes contagious. It 
must be added, too, that most of the 
English songs lies emotionally rather 
on the surface, otaerving and. relat- 
ing facts, but not exceeding the 
deeper feeling. One must go across 
the border or across the Irish Chan- 
nel to And the latter. And even 
Scotch or Irish songs, being musi- 
cally self-Buiqilclent, rarely demand 
much 'expression' in the singing 'At 
any rate, the sonls of Saturday after- 
noon Mtpressed high spirits or whim- 
sicality or a canny sense of llteral- 
UMS, and the 1«m Intensity given to 
the singing of them the better. Our 
first artistic debt to the Misses Ful- 
ler is that they have the courage and 
the artistic insight to sing their songs 
in the most simple and literal man- 
ner, without the slightest concession 
to arttotie taste."

raBPARBDNBSS 
There are many of us who live 
lives which are so secluded that only 
the faint niiirniiirs of the noise of 
the world reach us. President Wil- 
son feels tbat the people of the 
United Sti^H, living in the scfurlty 
and happlnesa of the peace with 
which our country is blewed, have 
not realized how niurh the present 
European war concerns us. And so, 
because the President realizes Ameri- 
ca's relation to the prment situa- 
tions, and because he is able to at 
It'aBt dimly foresee possible future 
relations, he feels that It Is of the 
highMt Importance that the people 
of the I'liited States be awakened to 
the serious consideration of certain 
facts. Prmident Wllwn kas eowid- 
ered this a matter of such grave im- 
portance that in order to appear be- 
fore the people and speak to them, 
he has left Washington and his task 
of trying to "keep the scales so 
poised from day to day tliat no man 
should throw into one scale or the 
other ur Mi»k«-w«lAt wllek 4«uld 
imperil the peace •! the United 
States." 

Our President is making a plea for 
preparadness. He says that he does 
not know how long the mere word 
and Insistence of our government 
will pnvail to miantain our honor 
and the dignity of the nation. The 
purpose of this movement does not 
contain any idea of militarism. To 
quote from the President's speech: 
"No nation ought to wish either an 
army or navy to be proud of, to make 
a display with, to make a toy of. It 
is the arm of force which must lie 
back of every sovereignty in the 
world." 

President Wilson says tbat If 
America, which has always stood for 
and ralntaincd the rights of man, 
should suffer, all the world would 
lose ite equlpdae. So, In order to 
mintaln the honor and dignity of the 
United States, and in order tbat the 
United StatM may aid in the "re- 
demption of thelirpira of maakliid," 
our President begs that imnuedlate 
action be taken toward the prqp«red- 
aess of national defense.

1%e Onase, Treatment and Diet of 
Typhoid Fever. 
Typhoid fever ia produced by a 
germ or mlcrc^rganism called ty- 
phoid bacillus. This germ finds its 
way Into the Ixxiy. and in a sus- 
ceptible person the disease in some 
form is d«Trioped. The typhoid germ 
Is nearly always taken Into the body 
with food or drink, especially with 
water, and develops rapidly in tbe 
intestinal canal, so the greatest care 
should always be taken as to the milk 
and water supply. 

Careful nursing is of the greatest 
importance. The fever usually lasts 
from four to oight weeks, and the 
convalescent period varies from two 
wwsks to two months. The patiant 
should be placed In a large, airy 
room, without a carpet or unneces- 
sary furnishings. It should be re- 
membered that aoDd nursing Inclu^^ 
good general management. "It is not 
•sough to carry out the doctor's or- 
ders and attend carefully to tbe 
bodily needs ot the patient, but in 
every home precautionB are needed 
to prevent distai^ances from outside 
sourcea that would mar tha eoafort 
of the patient." 

In selecting the diet for a typhoid 
patient It is Important to remember 
that there is great danger of irritat- 
ing tbe ulcerated surfaces in the in- 
testines, and danger of overloading 
the Intestine and stomach, whose 
functions are impaired by fwer. Re- 
lieve the organs of unnecessary work, 
yet maintain nutrition. There is no 
better diet for the trphoid patient 
than milk, providing the pi^nt likea 
it, for it answers every reqairMnent 
of a fever food. But It must be re- 
membered that milk on entering the 
stomach becomes a solid, and unless 
the nillk Is sipped slowly and given 
in Buiall quantities curds are formed 
which are liable to Irritate the ulcer- 
ated surfaces. For an exclusive milk 
diet one-third quarts per day should 
be given, depending upon the age and 
siae of the individual and upon the 
condition cS the digestive orgaM, 

It is not possible, however, In all 
cases to give milk, so some substl- 
j^i^m are strained broths of mutton, 
chicken or veal, beef Juice or beef 
tea, egg albumen, and such beverages 
as lemonade, grape juice, and &eth 
pineapple Juice. Farinaceous ^els 
(mealy gmels) have been both ad- 
vocated and opposed and the ques- 
tion of their use should be decided 
by the physician in charge. 

A convalescent patient should be 
brought slowly back to a solid diet. 
The change from a liquid diet may 
be begun after tbe temperature has 
been normal for ten days. Then a 
semi-solid diet nay be started, but 
rules from the physician should be 
strtctly followed. The first day 
chicken broth may be given, a few 
hours later a small service of cream 
toasts, later beef juice, and at bed- 
time milk with a raw egg added. The 
third day a coddled egg mat be added 
to a similar diet, the fourth day long 
c(K>ked mush, the seventh day broiled 
bacon or aeraped Btaak. Ontnge Juice 
may be given dally, but never less 
than one-half hour before meals. 

A balanced diet must be main- 
tained with plenty of protein tu re- 
place waste fissae. It Is unnecessary 
to quarantine a case of typhoid fever, 
but strict disinfection and cleanll- 
naw must be practiced to prevent the 
communicatloB of tha diaaaae.

It should Include periods for 
recreation and physical exercise, and 
for a reasonable amount of after- 
noon study. Any definite plan, con- 

Tmumaar^wsamma, toe ait ap- 
position of a student's time, is better 
than none at all. Indecision at the 
beginning of a period as to how and 
where the time of that period shall 
be spent means the low of at least 
a third, or perhaps even half of It. 
The Importance of forming the habit 
of going to a dellnUe task at be- 
i'lnnlng of each hour of the tey eWB- 
not be overestimated. If with aneh 
a scheMe. eaeh itndMt should fol- 
low the advice of Dr. Riddeil-^at 
every hour of mental elfort should 
be an hour of concentmtlon— 4he re- 
ports for the third quarter would 
show a most gratifying transforma- 
tion. It is a well known fact that 
going through the movements of 
physical training In listless fashion 
neither promotes good healthful cir- 
culation at the time, nor gives perma- 
nent muscular development worth 
mentioning. The same thing is true 
about mental effort. Only with «m- 
centration can a student hope to 
grasp what she is reading so that it 
will serve her well for recitation and 
tests, and give the sort of permanent 
mental development which after all 
is the thing ttf first importanee. 

In this connection It is timely to 
urge co-operation on the part of 
every student with the chosen ofleers 
of the Student Government Organiza- 
tion. In fairness to conscientious 
students we should vaite to have 
the least possible visiting or con- 
fusing during study hours of the day 
or night. i* '

servatory under Massart, where he 
won another medal in competition. 
WhM fourtm ywn ^V^a mada 
bia first tour of this country, giving 
@>ncerts with Martz Uosenthal, tbe 
yluilat. Then for tan yaara ba gave 
up his muale and devoted hlmaalf to 
vailoua atadlM, aervlng his time In 
the Austrian army, where he became 
an o^car. It waa not until 1899 
that he rMumed eoncertliing, and 
since that time he has been a fore- 
most figure in the musical world. 
Hla aavaral tonrs of the country bava 
been marked by extraordinary ane- 
cesB. 

In Augnat, ltl4, on the outbreak 
of the great European war, Mr. 
Kreifller was recalled to the colors 
and Joined his regiment. In a night 
cavalry attack In early September 
leg by a CosBack lance. His death 
Krelalar was severely wounded in the 
waa reported In Vienna and in thla 
country. Fortunately, however, he 
was rescued by his soldier-servant 
and ultimately made hla tray back to 
ttv hoapltal teM. As a reaiilt of hla 
service he WM promoted and re- 
ceived a military medal, and then 
waa diaeharged froih fnrtlMV duty on 
M!<»unt of tbe lameness which was 
reault of hla wound.

Mr. Krelsler's playing has been

Mowever. be 
described as academic. It to full of 
glow and high courage, above all,

Dlatatic Clan by one of Its members, 
will answer your question: 

The Value of Dietetics 
By dteteties we mean the study of 
the proper nourlshniPiif of individ- 
uals in health and in sickness. The 
influence of dlMl^on the health of 
a man begins at the earliest stage 
of his life and continues throughout 
It, therefore It Is necessary for us to 
know something of the mechanism of 
dlgastion and nutrition, and the 
amount and kind of foods suited to 
different ages and conditions. A 
di«t that wUl nourish the body prop- 
erly should be determined upon a 
scientific basis for purposes of by- 
(iene as well as economy. Common 
Sanaa teUa. aa^ th^ ^Jnfa nt, a grow- 
ing child, a hMlthy adnlt and an 
invalid couldn't tlirive upon thf> 
same amount and kind. Then it is 
our purpoM "MitMMMF iN^^d to find 
out the necMNHiry food requirements 
for each. 

It la not what we eat, but what 
we digest and absorb, that is nu- 
tritious to the body. Digestion is 
the transformation of food Into a 
soluble, diffusible form so that it can 
be absorbed and finally made Into 
blood Our food must furnish the 
material in the transformation. If 
wa have difficulty In digesting our 
food It Is called indigestion, and from 
a knowledge of the part of the di- 
gestive tract In which each food 
principal is dlgMted we can readily 
tell which food is disagreeing and 
correct it. After studying dietetic8 
we know at once what foods are al- 
lowed in Tarioat disetMa, saeh aa 
diabetes, Brlght's disease, uric acid 
and otbm. 

The QQMMty ot iMd r^ttired de- 
pends upon the requirements per 
unit per weight at different ages or 
stages of growth and the W^ht oor- 
rjsaponding to the ages. 

The Infant aboald have a milk 
diet because It contains the essential 
food principles and can be easily di- 
gested. It should be given often and 
in small quantities. Defective nu- 
trition causes Indigestion, rickets, 
intestinal catarrh and many otber 
diaorders of childhood. 

The growing child requires abun- 
dant food to conBtruct his rapidly 
growing body and to provide energy 
for his aetlTe wi er efae . I A growing 
boy often thinks that quantity Is 
more important than quality, while 
a growing girl, because less active, 
is more inclined to quality. Nerrons 
diseaaea and even more serlons dia- 
orders are corrected by a careful 
diet. A growing child should have 
ffimtj a tnOU. milk, eofei^ wkole 
wbsM tffWMt eggs. f U Sti M w and

For healthy adults a mixed diet, 
with the protein, carbohydrates and 
fats In balanced proportion, has been 
found the best and most successful. 
In determining this diet the occupa- 
tion, habits, taste and financial 
means of the persons planned for 
nwrt 1W iC^toMered . 

The aged should also have their , 
diet, which should be more like that 
of • fwMg ehfld than the adult. In 
proportion as activity becomes Im, 
the food taken in the body should 
decrease. They should take food 
often and in smaller quantities than 
during the middle age. 

The diet for the sick may be con- 
sidered under three heads - — the 
liquid diet, suitable for acute dbi-. 
easw, as fevers (typhoid, etc.); 
semi-liquid diet, sultal)le for conval- 
i s< ( IK (' or building up a body wasted 
by lack of nutrition; solid diet, suit- 
able sometimes during convalescence 
am! after convalescence to build up 
and repair the body losses. An in- 
valid i^euld be given food oftei. and 
in small quantities. It Is most valu- 
able when given warm. In the in- 
valid's diet more attention muut be 
given to the selection and prepara- 
tion of food. Starches should In 
thoroughly cooked. The woody fibre 
is reduced by cooking or removed by . 
straining. Animal foods mwt Vsu 
cooked at a low temperature. Pat 
should be given in easily digested 
forms, aa olive oil, bacon, etc. EQ^ 
seasonings should be avoided. 

An Increased study of dietetics 
and greater cleanliness in the prep- 
u»tl(W of foods would guard against 
uvertrtMitt rW the Indnlffenee of the 
sense of taste, and underfeeding by 
the ij^orance of proper diets, and it 
WairiffTjtflflrol rtie appetite in accord- 
imee with the real needs of the body.

apathetic, poor meBory). 

S. TuberculMia In school children 
generally^ seen In swollen glands of 
neck. 

3. Kicketts. A softening of the 
boHM and such deformities as bow- 
legs, knock knees, pigeon breast. 

4 Krzenia, showing largely on 
face and back of ears. 

(. Enlarged tonslta and adnoid 
growths. 

These are particularly liable to 
occur 111 case of nial-nul rit inn, and 
tboie conditions are prolific sources 
of more seri€W#S #ouW» . In refer- 
ence to the subject of mal-nutrltion. 
It is often the case that the chief diet 
of ^e poorer classes of children con- 
sistti mainly of bread, molasses and 
poorly made coffee, cheap bafla tit 
biscuits heavy as lead. The coffee 
1^ la on the stove from morning 
night, and the children help 
themselves and break the bread, 
which is not cut in slices, but broken 
in hunks and eaten. The noon-time 
meal consists of rye bread, cheese or 
bologna sausage and beer. The bet- 
ter elaSB of Germans are very fond 
of soupa, and you wjU And their chil- 
dren better nourlAied and also men- 
tally above the ordinary class of poor 
children. Laziness upon the part of 
the mothers is res^Mlble for this 
oondltlon of affairs, as they do not 
care to cook; even the evening meal, 
to which the fath«r is coming, is 
hurriedly gotten MUtstlng of 
something fried and cheap canned 
goods from the store. Oood home- 
cooked bread is unknown among the 
poor; it Is too much trouble to pre- 
pare and bake. Good stewed meat 
and vegetables are also too much 
tranhle. The children are allowed 
to buy cheap candies, which also 
tend to irritate their stomachs, and 
consequently they are anaemic and 
delicate in every rMg«et. 

Upon whom does the responsibil- 
ity rcKt 

la no one responsible for saving 
their children from the eonsequencM 
of poverty, drunkenness and neg- 
lect? If parrats are deliberately 
shiftless and fail to provide for the 
children, why should, the children 
sulTer? Is poverty, ignorance and 
neglect the cbltf M^M' of underfed 
children? 

The chief error made In the man- 
aLcniciit of a child relates to his 
nutrition. If the child is properly 
M he will bear a great deal of 
abuse In other directions. The child 
is a young animal, and for the 
growth and development there must 
be proper nourishment. The child 
must make Its first year's growth 
and development during the first 
year; second year's growth and de- 
velopment dnrlng noeond year, 
etc. In order to m%ke the best adult 
both physically, mentally and mor- 
ally, every year of the growing pe- 
riod must supply Its share of phys- 
ical and mental development. 

Faulty nufrlti^ Werwork at 
school, hard employment, during j^^g 
developing period leave their ln«tt^^ 
ble stamp on the adult as shown by 
steady growth, lack of endurance, 
lack of capacity for work together 



with an absw^ <rf high order of 
menUi Capacity a«i moral forces, 

conditions so often found In th* 
weakly. The large mortality among 
children is due directly or indirectly 
to nutritional errors more than to 
anything else. Scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, measles, pneumonia, tiib<T- 
caloela, and the IntMtinal diseases 
etidm most of their victims amrag 
those who have not sufflclent stami- 
na to resist disease infection, in the 
struggle for existence the Individual 
should be physically strong. A child 
retiuires nourishment not only to 
sustain the body In the performance 
of its functions which is the case 
with the adult, but he has also to 
furnish an extra amount of nutri- 
tion In order to supply the demands 
which the normal i^wth and in- 
creas in body weight necessities. As 
growth and development take place 
In all parts of the body through cel- 
lular activity, a child's food must 
eORtaln In large amoun the nutft- 
tlopal elements which support cell 
reproduction. It is a mis take in the 
nutrition of children to think no fWN 
ther than to satisfy their appetites 
three times a day. The child's ap- 
petite may be and too often is satis- 
fled day after dv with food com- 
paratively Indiffei^ttt in tissue build- 
ing qnalltles. The child does not suf- 
fer no far as the cause of hunger is 
concerned, but the body not being 
supplied with what nature requires 
suffers in retarded growth and faulty 
deiwlopment. fM^?W^«gh the en- 
tire growing period many children 
suffer from what might be consid- 
ered a process of slow starvation on 
three full meals a day. When the 
child's food Is habitually unsuitable, 
the child falls physically and men- 
tally. Fats, protein, carbohydrates 
l^A mineral mattw are the chief w»> 
trltlonal elements which need to be 
considered in the nutrition of chil- 
dren. Fate Is a con^ntrated fuel 
which undergoes combustion and Its 
function \f to supply heat and en- 
ergy. Fat is best supplied to the 
child in the form of^g^i^ which con- 
tains 4 per cent ki^M"^ snd also 
in butter used freely in the dally 
diet. The vegetable oils are un- 
suited fbr ehlMMMsMNme of their 
dlfllculty in digesting them. 

Carboyhydrates are supplied in 
the form of starch which by the pro- 
cess of digestion Is converted into 
sugar. The function of carbos, like 
fat, is to supply heat and energy 
Vegetables, fruits and particularly 
cereals which supply the carbohy- 
dratM, contain other nutritional ele- 
ments of much value. All the cereals 
eoffitatn gluten or vegetable protein, 
iron and various salts. Protein con- 
tains N, P, S, C. H, and O. Without 
MMwgen the cell gniwth and repro- 
duction cannot take place. An ani- 
mal fed upon fat and starch alone 
would soon die of starvation. In the 
selection of a child's food it will 
readily be seen that protein Is the 
most inipm'iiiii eli iiient in his diet. 
The foods rich in protein from the 
animal world an UMir^ eggs, meat, 
fish and poultry Among the cereals 
oatmeal is the most desirable food 
for the child, In that it contains 
nearly twice as much protein as the 
other cereals. Dried peas, beans and 
lentils are also desirable additions 
to the child's diet, in that they con- 
tain a large amount of protein, IS 
or 20 per cent. Given in the form of 
purees these iegumins are very valu- 
able additions to a nourishment of a 
child of slow gMiHth and t a r d y de- 
velopment. 

Fruit should form a portion of the 
daily diet. Man requires a mixed 
diet and fruit gives Tarlety. They 
supply salts and organic acids which 
are required from the normal per- 
formance of Obi Vodily functions. 
They act as diuretics, laxatives and 
cathartics. They are anti-scorbutic; 
they improve the dig«rtlon. Pears, 
ai^^ oran^, limes and prunes 
alMIe best fruits for children. They 
are rich in the salts of lime, potash 
and magnesia, substances necessary

of tbe body. Nuts are rich in pro- 
tein, but on account of their being 
difficult of digestion, they are un- 
sulted for the diet of a child. 

The green vegetables, while not 
furnishing as much nntrltlon aa tte 
animal foods, cereals, and leguminB. 
are, like fruits, necessary, In that 
they give variety to the diet and 
aufiplr Moded salts and acids. The 
most BiMiaMe among the vegetables 
from the standpoint of digestibility 
and nutrition are potatoes, peas, 
beans, tomatoM, aaparagna and rhu- 
barb. 

Not only is it necessary that a 
cblld'ft ited be earefnlljr selected, but 
its preparation is equally important. 
Thus proper cooking of tbe cereals 
and vegetables is most necessary. 
The cereals should be cooked at least 
three houra. The box breakfast 
foods should not be given to chil- 
dren, because their nutritional value 
is o^n saerlflced la making th«n 
easy to prepare and serve The child 
thrives best upon three meals a day 
with an apple or orange between 
meals, of food is wanted between 
meals. Vor the proper performance 
of tlieir functions the digestive or- 
gans require definite periods of rest. 
The Child who eata batweeen meals 
habitually may not show symptoms 
of active indigestion; he may be ill, 
but he InvarMktr soSera from faulty 
nutrition, imperfect digeatlra and 
defective assimilation.

mtmax jambs 

with the death of Henry James, 
tka twenty-eighth of February, the 
world loat one o the most matartnl 
writers of the last generation. 
Though Henry James was born in 
America, he spent moat of hia lite 
in England. Ha becMBs ao attach- 
ed to that cottotry and he waa so 
slronRly in synipathy with tlie Bng- 
liab people when the European war 
eommeiicad, la July. 1916, he 
took his oath of allegiance to the 
crown in order to exert that influ- 
ence which would naturally be ex- 
artad by the expression of the 0j|||i- 
jaaa of thla diatlngaiahed noiniiM " 
eoneanlng the war, 

Miaaj Jamra waa mora popular la 
Itogland than in America. Thla li^ 
not to be considered, however, as 
the reason for his becoming a Brit- 
lali aubject. Adhering atrlctiy to 
hia own principlea, he wrota hla nov- 
els with no regard for the Itkei and 
dislikes of the public. His storiea 
often leave thsj reader in doubt re* 
carding the daiM««0ant. It waa hla 
pleasure to bring charadters aimleaa- 
ly together . without the connection 
of a plot, just as people are thrown 
together in life. Henry JamM be- 
longed to an analgetical and meta- 
physical school, a school in which he 
stood alone however, for as one of 
tha Naw York papera expreaaad It. 
"Howells may be conaidered tha par- 
allel of early James, but the later 
Jamaa baa no parallel." 

The obacurity of the atyla of Hra- 
ry James was due to hia abaorhlng 
thought on subjects that are not 
eaally axpUOned. It haa been said 
that ha did wrt aMiidar It worth 
while to tell the story that could 
easily be told, but he tried to tell 
the atorlaa that could not be told. 
Hia atyla ia truly charaoteriatic of 
the man in th^ It la maUpMMi 
specuistlTa jmm myatical at 
times. 

Tha Naw York GHoba ax praaaBa 

the common public opinion, in imag- 
ining "how Dr. Johnaon would have 
roarad against him if he had beM 
a member of the famoua club, 'Sir. 
why can't you any what you mean?' " 
Tha writiasa of Henry James 
mark tha clMa rather than the be- 
ginning of a period. In aplte of hia 
extreme originality which one might 
think would naturally start a school 
of thla atyla. F«r BSnropa and Bng- 
iMid at the close of the war arlll 
be entirely different from the IW- 
rope and En^lM of the time of 
Henry Jamea. Ha aaid, "The last 
word for aeathetic cosmopolitaniM 
In Europe." The death of the distin- 
guished novelist, essayist, playwright 
and critic waa an event of flrat im- 
portance tn world of literature.

Last Wednesday morning Ward- 
Belmont waa honored in having Dr. 
H. W. Laldler, Secretary of the In- 
tercolli'giate Socialist Society as the 
speaker at the chapel hour. Dr. 
LAldler Intredneed hto suhjeet by 
saying that one of the nioHt impor- 
tant problems before America and 
the world to-day is the problem of 
socialism. America should take a 
lesson from Europe and should con- 
sider this problem with greater seri- 
ousness. Like most movements 
which advocate the advancement of 
public welfare, this movement, for- 
warding the brotherhood of man- 
kind, has been greatly miannder- 
stood and misrepresented. 

Ur. Laldler quoted Professor Gil- 
bert Mnrray as saying that the mtel* 
lectual growth surroundtag apcial- 
Ism may be compared only with the 

Golden Age of Greece. And Dr. 

Laldler also said. In pointing out the 
greatnew of this movemegrt. ^irt if 

the world had lu cded ilie plans and 
reasonings of the socialists during 
the ^t yenrs, ^e war wvnlA have 

been avoided. 

The remedy for the problems o£ 
the day which Is advocated hr m- 
cialism is not the abolition of the 
state, as so many thiuli, but the 
democratic control of the ttlAe. Dr. 
Laldler says that, of course, the 
democratic control of the state 
would not neceHsarily solve w3X the 
problems of the day. . 

Socialism is not a beautiful 
dream, but a logical step in develop- 
ment of the economic conditious of 
the world. It Is an effort to abolish 
the unequality of wealth, to give the 
worklngman more of the beautiful 
things of life. It is an effort toward 
greater efficiency by abolishing com- 
petition, of which the unwed StatM 
mail service la an example. Tn cIoh- 
Ing, the speaker mid that the con- 
centration of control Is not consist- 
ent with the ideals of America. So- 
cialism is necessary for our expan- 
sion ethically and spiritually. It is 
necessary for a larger liberty and a 
larger brotherhood.

Mr. Henry Turner Bailey, of Bos- 
ton, dtstlngulahed art critic and man 
of letters, wm the welcome gueat of 
Ward-Belmont during tbe week, 
when he dellrered a eerles of lec- 
tures as the eighth number of the 
entertainment course. The series 
began Tuesday evening, April 4th, 
with a lecture of which the subject 
'Architecture In Nashville" was of 
great Intflrwt to the people ot the 
city. 

Mr. Bailey told us that we do not 

know always how rirli wt- arc, nor 
appreciate oujr inherited wealth. But 
he did not inean raon^-nor lira 
riches it can buy. Wo should look 
upon such thlnfts as literature, mu- 
sic, liiMtii art and all the won- 
derful phases of these riches that 
have come d6wn to us. as wealth. It 
was onp of thf aides of the last men- 
tioned, art, that Mr. Bailey chose 
to look upon as his suhjMt TuM- 
day evening. j^t^ 

That we may m^^^'^^^^'Vvr 
architectural wealth, we should 
know something of its origin. A 
simple outline of tte wumm 
progress of architecture warn given, 
with the approximate important 
dates, beginning with the first at- 
temps in Egypt, and showing tbe 
spread of its influence through tbe 
following styles and modifications in 
Greek, Roman, Byzantine, Gothic 
and Saracenic, with the revlyal of 
all former forms in the R to^mmm^ 
ISxamples Illustrating fM'^W^M^ 
stages were drawn, from the Parthe- 
non down to St. Peters at Borne.

DISCUSSION OP PEACE TSRHS 

Rnmen of peace, wtateb mm* aa 

the secret wish of tho peoples of 
warring nations are being spread 
abroi^ to-day. In all of j^^WHMM 
of Europe that are enRaged !n the 
war, the people are beginning to ask 
the question which ahould have been 
-considered before war waa, declared, 
"What am we flglitlng for?" No defi- 
nite answers have yet beeii\^lven by 
the government, but in "The Inde- 
pan40Bt" for April 8, 191i£^the fol- 
lowing anawern wtilch have been 
glTen by tbo people themselves in 
their propoaad paaea tarma, are dls- 
cussod as follows: 

"The permanent restriction of Ger- 
man trade Is tha qnertlon that re- 
ceives most attention in the British 
press. It 'is proposed, for instance, 
to shnt ont German shipping from 
any ports of the British enaplre, to 
prohibit the importation of any <J«r- 
man-made goods, even tbravgb neu- 
tral conntriM, to reqnfcwi^^^^gffltta of 
all travelers so that XhifM^^a^ be 
'treated like leperB' wherever they 
go, to confiscate German patents and 
the fnnds left by Oeeil MMea to 
educate German boys at Oxford, etr 
This movement has received offlcial 
i^ognltion and dat^pMW^^^ tha 
BrItlBh Government are now confer- 
ring with the representatives of 
France to devise some form of com- 
mercial alUance to follow tbe pres- 
ent mllliary alliance. Tlila action 
fiaa alarmed llic f np-traders, but 
Pramtar Aaqulth has endeavored to 
allay tbatr anxiety by stating that no 
measures Involving a break with 
England's traditional policy will be 
taken wlthent parliamentary ap- 
proval. • 

"According to the Right Honor- 
abla C. F. C. Mastatmui. who is be- 
lieved to express the government's 
views, the British minimum must 
Inelnda the foUowtBg: . Germany to 
pay an indemnity to Belgium suffi- 
cient to rebuild her cities, restore 
her Industries and compensate for 
her dlaablad and dead; Frani^ to re- 
ceive Alaa^IiOrralne, and mil ^ni- 
tory up to the Rhine, as well as an 
Indemnity; Denmark to get back 
Bctalaswlci Germany, Awrtrte and 
RtissiW Poland to be reunited un- 
der the Caar; Italy to get the whole 
of lUlla Irr^ente; the Turkish em- 
pire to be partitioned; BMnta and 
Henegovina given to Serbia; the 
German fleet sunk or divided up 
among the Alllaa; all the Zeppelins 
to be bvitted; and the German col- 
onies to be given to those who have 
conquered them, Australia, New 
Zealattd md Sonth Africa," 



There la a group of British con- 
elltattonbita. however, mMchad on 
the German aide by a similar group, 
who consider It a neemlty for Eng- 
land to come out Mt^^^pW Wttb 
"clean hands." 

"It has been pretty clearly Intl- 
matM more than once that the Ger- 
man Ooremment Is wUUng to make 
peace on wme aoeb terms aa these — 
the evacuation of Belgium and 
French Congo; the restoration of 
tha UNldom of Poland under a Ger- 
man ^M^e*! tea traa^ to Qep- 
many of the Russian debt to France; 
the Mtabliahment of the freedom of 
tha mi! for oomma^, travel, mails 
and cable ^nnmnnlea^n' ta time of 
ppftce and war under International 
guarantee; and equality of trading 
rights in all porta t»A Mmlas." 

"Tbe AlUes are moat Intent upon 
getting the Germans out of France 
and Belgium. Germany la most eon- 
cemad over her future opportunities 
for commercial and colonial expan- 
sion. But so lonK as neither party 
is clearly victorious and both parties 
fear that ft will be taken as a algn 
of weakness to mention the condi- 
tions of peace, there seems lo be no 
hope of gottlng theni even to con- 
sider the poaalblUty of comittC to an 
agreement."

Ward-Belmont is always proud of 
the attainment of Its faculty mem- 
ben to. their various spheres of ac- 
tivity. A distinct honor was accord- 
ed Mr. F. Arthur Henkel, organist 
and pianist, Thursday evening when 
his sacred cantata, "Hosea," was

which he Is the director. The text 
of the cantata was written by Dr. H. 
J. Mlkell, rector of Christ Church.

'IM'.'mva'lielM tinst on tte many 
advancements made In the study of 
anatomy and its Importance in the 
study of medicine, the advantages de- 
rived from the use of antlMpMea and 
preservatives in preventing tafeetlans 
when dlMctlng. With the aid of a 
skeletoa, which, by the way, is 
known as Banker Beui fc»BS, Dr. 
Naive described the bones of the 
chest and arms, explained the float- 
ing rlM, the ease with whfa^ collar- 
bones can be broken (but "Gertrude" 
was not present), and a great many 
other things about bones. He then 
spoke of the muscles of the body and 
by a part qt a human body traced 
blood vMsels and nerves, described 
the aetioa of the biceps of the krm.

showed tiia location of the lungs and 
organs of the body, and, finally, with 
much dlAcalty, located the heart. 

Dr. Johnson then described the 
eye, mring a grant many M lUnstrar 
tlons, and by these ft wm nm ^at he 
had no preference as to the color. He 
compared the eye and its parts to a 
camera, and by the aid of a body 
traced the optic nerve. He explain- 
ed also the effect of disease upon dif- 
ferent parts of the eye. MM tta use 
of glasses In remedying some of 
these defects.

Several thousand people crowded the 
seats and overflowed into the drive- 
ways and walks, May 17, to see the 
pageant given by Miw Townaend and 
her aBsodates, asslRted 1^ ttisns Sf«- 
son and Morrison of the Physical 
Training Department. This pageant, 
"The ProCT M lott ^Un Wiguk,^ ghrwi 
in honor of the tercentennary of 
Shakespeare, showed Miss Townsend's 
ability to conceive of « t^ti^Ut 
a great scale and to organize a g^reat 



number of people into episodes pre- 
senting this spratacle to the poblic. 
The prograim, which outlined the con- 
ception of the pageant and indicated 
the episodes, gave one some idea of 
the bigness of tiie undertaking; but 
this idea was stnmi^y mtadwee^ by 
the procession, or the opening feature, 
of all the characters. These, with 
tiieir variety of rich costume and sug- 
gested epiaoda* coming ia. 
never-ending line, made one m>nder 
still more at the complexity and detail 
that were to be q mfai^ ^^^^ one 
great whole. • ' . 

While presenting the "Procession of 
the Drama" from its early Gnek or- 
igin, through the quaii^ wrifwmil re- 
ligious drama up to Shakespeare's 
time, the pageant as a whole centered 
about the personalis of Shakespeare. 
It was divided into three main parts, 
representing the Aspiration of his 
childhood, the Vision of Ua yoatii, and 
the Realization of his manhood. Part 
I, as prologue, gave the lad Shakes- 
peare, with his little companions at 
Stratford, and brought out tiie fine 
imagination of one boy and his aspira- 
tion to create such tales as would win 
him the favor of the "Good Queen 
tkmn." The village ehildrai in their 
delightful little folk dance gave a fine 
touch of youthful abandon and gayety 
to this scene. 

Part II, the Vision, represented 
Shakespeare at a period ten years 
later than in the prologue, when as a 
young man he felt the call of his 
genius as actor and play wils(kt> ^Hmi 
he had bidden his wife good-bye and 
started for London he had a vision 
"of all drama meint in itt Ml|r i»rag- 
gle toward form," and the rest of this 
part was taken up with a visualization 
c< tiiis vision of this ^at. First cam* 
a suggestion of the origin of the dnma 
in the old Greek religious festival to 
Dionysus. This was splendidly con- 
caved and beautifully carried out both 
in the tableau effects and tiie dances 
of spring maidens and youths and au- 
tumn attendanU of Dionysus, and 
Dfama'a rythmic dance of joy by Elisa- 
beth Coyle. This was followed by an 
episode from the "Trojan Women," 
soggeatiBK the highly devalued Greek 
drama. 

Then came in quick saee aa afaw ^ a 
number of episodes su^^esting the de- 
velopment of the English drama; the 
(Coatiniiecl m Pai^ 2^ 




Before thousands of interested spec- 
tators, the "Procession of the Drama" 
PaKfimt, in honor of the Tercenten- 
nary of William Shakespeare was pre- 
sented Wednesday afternoon by the 
students of Ward-Belmont, under the 
direction of Miss Pauline Sherwood 
Townsend. Not since . the Grecian 
pageant several years age has this sec- 
tion of the country ever witaessed such 
an imposing apeetacle as was present- 
ed on the thariay set apart 
by Ward-Bifl^S'^^fti eelebration 
of the world's greatest dramatist. 
Many times has Miss Townsend dem- 
onstrated, her eimptienal aUlitiea in 
the presentation of dramas and pag- 
eants, but at no time has the tech- 
nique of her art heen more convincing, 
the mastery of-^ ^^ ^ staging more 
complete, the ^I^Utlki ' conception of 
the idea more mthoritative than in 
the achievonent of this mi^ficent 
pageant. 

The day was ideal. A bright sun- 
shine and cool, bracing atmosphere 
were a welomie cwitrast to the pre- 
ceding day of rain. Long before the 
appointed hMr aQtos and street cars 
deposited throngs of eager visitors to 
the large amphitheater, temporarily 
erected before the Academic Building. 
Never before has the Ward-Belmont 
campus presented such an attractive 



appearance. The scenery and prop- 
etties in their appropriateness and 
I )Tipl('lent'F ^ for each episode wci p as 
carefully selected as the costumes 
which enhanced the beauty of the 
.scenes witnessed. 

The "Procession of the Drama," of 
which Miss Townsend is the author 
and producer, is dedicated to Amer- 
ica's great Shakespearean actors, Ed- 
ward Sothem and Julia Marlowe. It 
is indeed fitting that this revelation 
of the drama from earliest times 
through Shakespeare, should be dedi- 
cated to such artists as these two 
great »poMBta of his work. 

The enormity of the undertaking 
becomes apparwit from the number 
of participants. Practically every 
Ward-Belmont atad»t had a part, and 
with ^ aedrtanea et a number of 
Vanderbilt students the grand total 
emplo]^ in the pageant exceeded five 
htmdied. Reraea, eharMi and wag- 
ons in considerable numbers added to 
the vastaiess of the spectacle. Per- 
haps never in tlie Sou^, if indeed in 
but few schools of our country, has 
such a great pageant been undertaken 
by the student body, directed by a fkc- 
ulty monber. It must be said to the 
credit of Ward-Belmont that this en- 
terprise reached a height attained by 
only a few educational institution. s of 



the country. Ward-Belmont and Nash- 
ville are in^ed proud of having with- 
in their midst one whose experience 
and qualifications have so admirably 
fitted her for the bringing to <H>m|^ 
tion of such a gigiantic task. 

Miss Townsend was ably assisted in 
the production of the pageant by Miss 
Cox and Miss Miriam

Fritz Schmitz, and lent admirable sup- 
port to the program. Special songs 
with Shakespearean texts of the epoch

The choruEes were sung by 
a group of students of the Conaerva- 
tory of Music. A number which proved 
espNially enjoyable was "Hail, Hail, 
William Shakespeare," sung at the 
close of the pageant, the music of 
which, was composed by Mr. F. Arthur 
Henkel, of the Conservatory ftwuHy.

LECTURE ON 
SHAKESPEARE 



Two C%«prt Periods Given Over to 
LectareA by Dr. Edwin I^h 
of Vanderbilt Unlvenl^. 



Apropos of the celebration in honor 
of the world's greatest playwright, 
dfa^^^rioit bodjr -mtm treated to a tee- 
ture by Dr. Edwin Mims, profsMOr 
of literature, of Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity, and which lasted during the chap- 
el hours of Thursday and Friday, one 
week ago. Dr. Mims divIM his In- 
teresting talk on Shakespeare into a 
distinct topic for each of the two da^a' 
lecture, the flrat being a dte eua d on of 
Shakespeare as a man, human as well 
, as magical, and the second an inter- 
pretation of his famona tema. 

Dr. Mims spoke of the great power 
6f the man Shakespeare, of response 
to big things and their d^nands, and 
proved hia statements Iqr r^pu^dtag 
iKe survival of the teat (rf time of tiie 
works of Shakespeare. He discussed 
the reaction against the classic of the 
aiid B| ll B l W «f the dramatist aami 
original-minded man, living in the sj»- 
cious time of Queen Elizabeth, who 
today emerges more vital than before, 
despite changing criticiam and exag- 
gerated statements. 

Dr. Mims spoke of the great poet's 
works as being as impersonal as life 
ItMlf , comedy and tragedy ea«B^ M- 
cording tn his own moods and views. 
The latter he described as coming di- 
rectly from the limitotiona by author- 
ity or folly of life. Every crime, ewy 
passion of nature has been trutiifulty 
incarnated in living characters, not ab- 
stractions, but real flesh and Wood. 
Tragedy is everywhere^ and Shalns- 
pe&n in painting panana true to life 
must at the aame time give us trage- 
dy f« everyone is touchwl 1^ it at 
some time. Dr. Mims discussed ^ 
sources of tragedy from limitattto 
and environments, illustrating his 
points by scenes and thgt^ fea ^^ffl 
Shakespeare's works. 

The lecture was deeply interestteg 
f»nd especially appropriate at this t^M. 
Everyone «i Joyed the oppMtun^^ 
having Dr. Mima witii tii«n at tiie 
time.

brilliant and spectacular sight Espe- 
cially beantifal were tiie dances and 
presentation of the andent ^hb af 
the drama. 

The pageant was written and pro- 
duced hy Miss PwUaa i^vwood 
Tewnrand, and as lit ttla, "1^ Pie- 
cession of the Drama," suggests, it 
delineates the earlier forms of the 
drama and shows the material which 
the master mind of Shakespeare drew 
together and created for the world. 
His youthful visions and tiie ftilflll- 
meat of his ambition to play before 
the Queen, coupled with the reproduc- 
tion of Greek, Roman and the ancient 
E^^sh drama down to tiie grmt writ- 
er's own pfaqni, ibwisd tiM b^s of 
the plot which allowed the many beau- 
tiful and varied scenes compMing the 
PNNOit. 

The character of Shakespeare was 
played by Miss Miriam Applebee, who 
gave a literal as well as artistic pres- 
eaiation <rf the auOor. The wife, 
Anne Hathaway, wAs faqiarsonaied by 
Miss Chita Beasley. Special credit 
should be ipven to the dance given by 
MiM EHsabeA Coyle, who appeared 
as Diana in the "Religious Festival to 
Dionysus." Miss Coyle's dancing was 
of the dafai^, airy sort thi^ Is at- 
tained only by excellent training. 

One of the most striking scenes was 
the reprodocMon of the MyHkn^ play, 
which was given in strict adher^ee to 
the descriptions of tills type of play 
popular in the fourteenth century. 

Music was furnish^ by the Ward- 
Belmont orchestra of thirty-five pieces, 
under the direction of Fritz Schmitz, 
and was an important part of tb$ pro- 
duction. 

Following a prologue, in which 
Shakespeare was intooduced as a child 
at ite home of Jdiir MnkespMre and 
had visions of his future, the first 
forms of drama were shown, beginning 
the Greek religious festivals, in- 
troducing a number of pretty dances. 
Next followed the religious plays ex- 
tant in En^hmd during the tenth cen- 
tnqr, giving an elaborate procession 
wftfiout a spoken woi^, this iiy the 
saint's play of the thirteenth century, 
and then came the mystery, miracle 
and morality plajrs of the fourteenth 
and fifteenth centuries, in which a 
large float was used with appropriate 
characters. 

One of the most important sections 
of tiie pageant was the presentation of 
the plays^ nakespmre. Characters 
were shown representing Latin, Greek, 
Continental and English writers, who 
furnished material for the master 
playwright. The fools and children of 
Shakespeare's plays appeared next, 
and this closed the second part. 

The third part ^alt entirely, with 
setfMS and ehanu^sn frlDia ShakM- 
peare's plays. Pwctically the entire 
collection, tragedy, «medy and the his- 
tan^l works, weM represented. This 
was one of the brilliant features of the 
performance. Miss Sisson appeared as 
<*ne Dark Lady of tiie Sonnets," and 
the characters of tte folio <tf pUy" 
were introduced. !

people, derived from the poetry of the 
age. F^m the earliest tinm that 
the national life of our country, the 
history imputes to the creation of 
poetiy to the latest war epic of to- 
day, Prof, Boynton took his audience 
with him along the history of poetry 
and peace and poetry iuad war. 

After enumentting some of the most 
famous «f AnMriean and Sngiish poets 
whose expressions hgve aided largely 
in the molding of public thought in 
tte last century. Prof. Boynton took 
up the subject of the influence iKMtry 
has on the age reforms and move- 
ments. While not always productive 
of the former, the speaker was in-

Speaking extemporaneously of Nash- 
ville and its opportunities, its name 
of "The Athens of the South," its 
Mliools and unitwrsitiM, Professor 
Boynton paused to comment upon the 
city's stride in modem progress.

The war, with its 
necessities and its demand on the fu- 
ture, is of course the chief inMntfve 
for these demonstrations in hehalf of 
peace. But the war of to-day is mere- 
ly the fnlfiUnMM^ prophecies made 
by the poets of a half handred years 
ago. 

Turning from {Metry to dwell on 
recent worid changes and the modified 
habits of people, Pmtmfr Bcfnton 
miarked that world M l«m«r re- 



gards as provincial certain habits and 
m^tomt of parts of the cotmtry. He 
declared provincialism is coming ai^un 
into its own, and that the world is 
just beginning to realize that national 
strength and union ars depM«knt 
npm iMttenal links and pravinetal 
habits, modes and customs. 

Prof. Boynton closed his addnss 
with a Mbute to the hl^ ttMidards 
of the world in art, literature, msu^ 
and science. Progress is being SUMie 
in all these features, he observed, and 
Mch year the standard is raised hii^ 
er and hi^er.

Dr. Frank A. Parsons, of New York 
School of Applied Arts Delivers Series 

Ward-Brimont was honored on Oc- 
tober 23, 1916, by the presence of 
Dr. Frank A. Parsons of the School 
of Applied Arte, New York. . He is 
to be here in a seriM of f«» lectures. 
As has already become evident, his 
topic is art, in its finest and broadest 
sense, as it to ba ^pgMI to prac- 
tical, modern use. 

His lecture on Monday was more on 
the order of an introduction to his 
l e etwr a but it proved to be a 

very M^Wnry one md one which 
gave his audience an insight into the 
wonderful field of art and its appre- 
ciation and application. Quoting: 
"Art is the most mysterious thing in 
life. It is nothing tangible; it is noth- 
ing that can be grasped; it must be 
felt." He went on to My> "Life is 
made up of action — ^iMintal action. 
Life, as expressed in the most various 
ways, is the work of art. To express 
one's self is to be abla to pass on 
what one has learned, in aUCh a way 
that others see it and un«ferstend it 
and feel it as you do. A musician 
may never b^ome great if he cannot 
give to his audience his emotions, his 
sentiments, as expressed by the music. 
Art, then, is a language through 
which I must express my good toste 
and pass it on to someone else." 

He gave to his attentive audience 
sneh e<ttffi»to thou^te and expres- 
sions that we were made to think of 
ideas which, because of their very 
simplenesa, had iMStofore passed un- 
noticed. For «sj|i«ihki^ 
examples of "Wh«t atfTSrw*." "Art 
is no one form of technic. In other 
words, all technics go to make up 
art. Art is not every tt tog that is 
lifelike." He .suggested the idea of 
the portrait which had been painted 
so nataral as bailiff piAlM unnatural. 
"For who is evor natural and un- 
affected when posing for one's por- 
trait? Never, perhaps, is one more 
artiiteial, more decorated and more 
unnaturAl.

LECTURES AT 
VENDOME 



Sir Rabindranath Tagore, interesting 
Figure in Literary World to be 
Heard Here Soon. 



Sir Rabindranath Tagore, who will 
lectura at tiw Vendome, No^mber 8, 
under tite auspices of the Centennial 
Club, is an interesting figure in tiie 
literary world. 

Tagore is now 56 years old. He 
comes from a h^(hly intallMtaal Ban- 
galese family, and is at the head of 
a celebrated school for boys in Ben- 
gal. Ha has been a noted flgara in 
India for more than tiiirty yaar^ hut 
it was not until he was given tiie 
Nobel prize for idealistic literature in 
1913 tiiat he became world fanuius. 
That ^tinetion M to a viM to 
England in that same year, and also 
one to America. He was greatly lion- 
ized in social and literary elretai in 
both ^untriMk 

Much of his writing has been for the 
common people, songs for the boatman 
on the Ganges, for workm«i enrery- 
j^mt mmtMam to old tunes, 
sometimes to m«r oam of hit own com- 
posing. 

He excels in lyric poetry, very ten- 
der and delicate. in fancy, even in the 
form <rf iliyftmieal proaa in whhA he 
gives it to us. He claims not to be 
a philosopher, but it is impossible not 
to speak of wme of his writings as 
philoBophkal even if we avoid -siting 
theoso^deal, which a Si^u can 
scarMly aacapa haiag.

the "idle rich" husband. 

We alao have ^ %pM of idle rich 
who spend a great part of their tinM 
in travd, eithar4(» health, enjt^^ent 
or tiiMe ob s e aaed 1^ the wu^lost 

and never content except when "on 
the wing." The ones who travel for 
their health are gmeimlly thin, moM' 
ciatod invalids, who arft taken about 
the deck in steamer chairs; or they 
are those elderiy iMHes with slightly 
grayidi hair, a loiKaette and a Up 
dog. Scnnetimes tiie lady is travidtng 
for her own health, sometimes for 
tliat ^ the dog; there is no material 
diMMB«e, for oM'is as weB tadcc» 
care of as the other. Then we have 
tiie natural bom gk>l>e-trotter; the one 
who ftndB his chief joy in aeaillg tiie 
world and gathering-all the old curios 
along the way that iive trunks and 
IhrMl ^mDMgs can carry.

The "little sons and daughters of 
the rich" perhaps dMerve the title of 
idleness more ttaa Miy other class, 
but the plain truth of the matter is, 
they never are, for if tliey have no 
serioaa jparpose in they are m- 
tirely too busy looking for a good time 
to l>e called idle. Indeed, they go aa 
far aa to wear AMMatvea oat and 
haw awrvoas bredrtowna, which ne- 
omMbm rest corM at various f adi> 
ionable watering plaeM; these cures 
consist of dmcinf^ amming, noon 
and night, with card parties inter- 
spersed, and any otiMr mild form of 
amusemmt tiiat is particular^ in 
v«^e. The littie sons have their stag 
parties, their yachting and automo- 
bile raom, and many otiwr fonns of 
entertahUBent to ffi Ifee Bwaaie ef^ 
their days; and never are th^ idle 
except when necessity demanda. 

"And, after all, vi^t sorry and pit- 
iful quibbling all this is!" After all, 
there ia no such class as "the idle 
rteh." SMier l^y are tiryinff to get 
rid of the money i^Mg have or get the 
mon^ they liavoi't; iMet all the busi- 
nms, social, civic and political needs 
of the age in wlMiA 1§fmv live; or in 
seeking change and luiving a good 
tbne, tiiat they haven't time to be 
idle.

Tte basic good of music apprecia* 
tion elMaes is proved in the ease with 
which mrrehitive work u maintained.

It is easy to see how such 
oorrdation <q>ens op a eontinuous 
mine of interesting and profitable 
work. Throughout the musical work 
of Ward-Bdmont the aim is a nat- 
ural developmoRt, ratiier than a 
toreoA acquisition of mere voice and 
finger dexterity. It is not ao much a 
queatiin what the stadmt ia diang 
with maftt as what music is ^ng 
with the student.
